arc brought from the other side of the world’ 
and this necessitates an outlay xvhich would' 
be saved if we could raise our own supplies. 
rl hero are good reasons for believing that 
xve can do this. 
Partial experim ents already 
made have had very satisfactory results. 
The 
plant requires rich soil and a xvarm, moist cli­ 
m ate — conditions found in Louisiana and 
parte of Alabama. Mississippi, Soilt h ( Yirolma 
and Georgia. Jute stalks of very large si» Inve 
hoen raised in Louisiana, and it is claim d 
tha t a crop cf the liber can be made with one- 
half the labor required for cotton, which xvill 
yield twice as much money. 
This, if it shall 
be practically dem onstrated, will l» e of great 
value to the southern states. 
It will give 
them two staples instead of on**; it will cur­ 
tail the cultivation of cotton, xvhich 
has R*« n 
carried to an extreme, and it will make south­ 
ern plantations the seat of a coarse and sim­ 
ple m anufacture xvhich xvill still further di­ 
versify the industry of that region. The A la­ 
bam a enterprise will be wutche*! xx ith int* I*. 
est by southern planters, and if the results 
shall lie Satisfactory, jute and ramie culture 
will become an im portant feature in southern 
agriculture.—¡St. Louis Republican.
